Minister  of  Immigration  and  Colon- 
ization, spoke  In  the  debate  on  the 
budget. 

The  Minister  defended  the  Gov- 
ernment policy  and  the  administra- 
tion of  that  policy  by  his  depart- 
ment. 

Mr.  Porke  replied  to  the  many 
and  various  criticisms  which  have 
been  launched  during  the  past  few 
months  He  did  not  anticipate,  he 
said,  any  great  Increase  In  British 
immigration  this  year.  He  did  not 
think  the  miners'  harvester  move- 
ment of  last  Autumn  should  be  re- 
peated "unless  every  precaution  Is 
taken  to  have  employment  for  the 
men  when  they  come  to  Canada  " 

Labor  looks  askance  at  any  large 
Immigration  into  this  country.  Mr 
Porke  said  the  railways,  on  the 
other  hand,  claimed  the  country 
could  absorb  a  much  larger  volume. 
The  agricultural  population  was  not 
preparing  for  greater  Immigration.

RIGHT  TO  VOTE  QUESTIONED 
Before  Che  vote  was  taken  Mr 
Berry  said  that  inasmuch  as  he  was 
sponsoring  the  bill  and  sold  milk 
to  the  Praser  Valley  MUk  Producers 
a  doubt  had  been  raised  as  to  his 
tight  to  vote.  Because  of  this  he 
ai.ihed  to  withdraw  from  the  House 
while  the  vote  was  taken. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Manson  rose  to  say  that 
this  was  not  necessary.  Mr.  Berry 
was  only  a  member  of  the  incor- 
porated body,  and  if  every  member 
oi  an  Incorporated  body  was  refused 
the  right  to  vote  on  manv  questions 
there  would  be  very  few  permitted 
to  vote. 

Mr.  George  Walkem  quoted  the 
rule  of  the  House  that  anyone, 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  a 
pecuniary  chsracter  with  the  ques- 
tion before  the  House  was  not  al- 
lowed to  vote.  The  Speaker  also 
read  the  rule  In  it*  entirety. 

Hon.  R.  H.  Pooley  rose  to  say  tliat 
the  quickest  way  to  solve  the  ques- 
tion was  that  any  member  who 
v.iahed  to  object  to  Mr.  Berry's  vote 
hsd  better  rise  now  before  the  vote 
v  as  taken.  As  no  one  objected,  Mr. 
Berry  wss  permitted  to  vote 
The  attitude  of  the  New 
minster  City  Council  on  the  milk 
bill  was  given  by  Mr  Wells  Grsy. 
Liberal,  when  opening  the  debate 
yesterday  afternoon  He  said  that 
terore  the  Praser  Valley  Milk  Pro- 
ducers Association  had  come  Into 
existence,  turmoil  had  reigned.  The 
association  had  had  the  effect  of 
guaranteeing  the  supply  of  milk, 
raising  the  standard  and  stabllizm* 
the  price  st  s  reasonable  figure.  He 
did  not  look  upon  the  bill  as  giving 
s  monopoly,  n  only  proposed  to 
minimise  the  waste  and  loss.  This 
at  uld  react  upon  the  consumer  as 
well  as  the  fsrmer.  The  association 
had  given  an  undertaking  that  the 
price  was  more  liable  to  be  reduced 
tnan  raised.  The  council  was  sup- 
porting the  bill  because  It  meant 
the  protection  of  the  farming  indus- 
try in  the  Praser  Vslley  and  the 
prosperity  of  the  farmer  wss  closely 
allied  with  the  prosperity  of  New 
Westminster. 

The  public  was  protected  in  any 
event,  as  the  bill  provided  that  the 
Lieutenant  -  Governor  -  in  -  Council 
c.uld  withdraw  the  bill  when  a 
C  mplalnt  was  made.  The  bill  would 
not  be  enforced,  lie  said,  unless 
there  was  a  petition  for  it  from  66 
per  cent  or  the  farmers  In  the 
vslley.  "Surely  the  rule  of  the  ma- 
jority prevailed." 

PKOTK  MM.  INDUSTRY 

Mr  A  M.  -aanson.  in  closing  the 
t  ebate.  viewed  the  bill  as  protecting 
a  $35,000,000  Industry  Dairying 
produced  $12,000,000  In  1937  and  he 
had  no  doubt  that  the  production 
for  1938  was  llft.000.000  The  Oov-

The  legislation  contained  In  the 
bill  wss  not  half  as  drastic  as  that 
proposed  by  the  commission  that 
had  inquired  mto  the  entire  dairy 
problem.  '  Are  we  to  ignore  the 
thorough  Invest igsUon  of  this  com- 
misalonV  Are  we  to  Ignore  their 
recommendations?"  Mr.  Manson 
asked. 

The  question  involved  in  this  bill 
was  to  rectify  a  situation  where  one 
section  of  a  farming  community 
was  being  carried  on  the  shoulders 
of  another  section.  This  wss  not 
fair  and  an  equitable  basis  or 
spreading  the  returns  rrom  the  sale 
or  both  fluid  milk  and  the  by- 
products should  be  established.  The 
bill  simply  proposed  to  spread  these 
returns  from  the  sale  uf  fluid  and 
by-products  over  each  individual 
producer  according  to  the  weight  of 
milk  he  produced 

It  had  been  Known  by  the  com- 
mission that  in  one  year  there  was 
a  wastage  or  1400.000.  It  was  pro- 
posed to  do  away  with  this  waste. 
The  consumers  would  benefit  to 
the  extent  or  $200,000  and  the 
farmers  to  the  extent  of  $200,000

Charges  made  by  Hon  W.  C 
Shelly.  Minister  of  Finance  thai 
the  deficit  of  the  late  Government 
over  a  period  of  twelve  years  had 
been  more  than  $12,000,000.  and  that 
another  loan  bill  would  be  needed 
to  take  care  of  a  S2.300.000  deficit 
for  the  current  year,  were  denied 
by  Mr.  Ian  Mackenzie.  Liberal. 
North  Vancouver,  in  the  debate  on 
the  second  reading  of  the  Govern- 
ments 83,000.000  loan  bill  at  yes- 
terday afternoon*  session  of  the 
Legislature 

Mr  Mackenzie  said  that  the  Gov- 
ernment had  already  put  through 
one  loan  bill  for  $9,500,000  for  roads 
and  bridges.  "Now  It  proposed  to 
put  through  another  J3.000.000  bill 
to  take  care  of.  I  find,  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  trust  fund.  I 
find  my  honorable  friend  declaring 
that  the  use  of  trust  funds  is  a 
vicious  practice.  Last  night  my 
friend  endeavored  to  repeat  that 
assertion  and  stated  that  the  deficit 
of  the  late  Government  amounted 
to  over  •13.000.000." 

Um.H  Jo  IK. I  RF.S 
Answering  thia,  Mr.  Mackenzie 
said  he  had  given  figures  as  to  the 
late  Government's  standing  some 
three  weeks  ago  and  those  figures 
had  not  yet  been  challenged  by  any 
minister  of  the  present  Government 
He  said  that  during  the  twelve  years 
of  the  late  Government's  adminis- 
tration current  revenue  had  ex- 
ceeded current  expenditures  by 
$11,891,650.  The  gross  expenditures, 
however,  were  $12,515,866  in  excess 
of  gross  revenue  The  difference 
between  the  current  surplus  and 
the  gross  deficit  left  a  total  of  ap- 
proximately $620  000,  which  was  the 
net  deficit  for  the  twelve  years. 

Mr  Shelly  interjected  at  this  point 
and  wanted  to  know  why  It  was 
necessary,  in  the  face  of  this,  for 
the  late  Government  "to  borrow 
$8,000,000  to  make  up  this  deficit." 

Mr.  Mackenzie's  reply  was  that 
the  figures  he  had  Just  given  were 
taken  from  the  figures  in  the  De- 
partment of  Finance, 
G I V I  S    vol  K<  ».   OF   HGI  RES 
Mr   Shelly  then  wanted  to  know 
who  gave  Mr   Mackenzie  these  fig- 
ures and  where  he  could  find  them 
Mr  Mackenzie  replied  that  the  fig- 
ures could  be  found  in  the  public 
accounts. 

Mr  Shelly  replied  that  he  had 
looked  over  the  accounts  of  the  past 
thirteen  yeai^  and  that,  instead  of 
there  being  surpluses  in  eleven 
years  and  two  years  of  dericiU.  he 
had  found  the  complete  reverse 
two  years  showing  surpluses  and 
eleven  years  showing  deficits. 

Proceeding  with  his  address.  Mr 
Mackenzie  submitted  that  the  bill 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  re- 
establishment  of  trust  funds  No 
mention  was  made  of  it  in  the  bill 
The  purpose  of  the  loan,  he  said, 
was  to  use  the  money  for  general 
purposes  ~and  provide  another  com- 
mission of  1  per  cent  by  making  a 
clandestine  sale." 

Mr  Shelly  asked  if  it  would  be 
possible  to  re-establish  the  trust 
fund  without  borrowing.  To  this 
Mr  Mackenzie  gave  no  direct  an- 
swer.

The  death  of  Mr  Gordon  Hunter.  Chief  Jus- 
tlco  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia, 
removes  from  the  scene  one  of  the  ablest  In  the 
line  of  successful  Judges  with  which  this  province 
has  been  endowed.  Chief  Justice  Hunter  In  many 
respects  may  be  said  to  have  stood  head  and 
shoulders  above  a  number  of  his  contemporaries 
for  the  clearness  of  his  vision  and  the  common 
sense  which  he  broucht  to  bear  on  the  elucidation 
of  legal  tangles  He  was.  indeed,  a  Judge  of  ex- 
ceptional ability,  of  vision,  of  acumen  and  of 
Incisive  understanding. 

Mr  Hunter  had  been  on  the  Pacific  Coast  Tor 
nearly  forty  years  and  had  boon  Chief  Justice  of 
the  province  for  the  past  twenty -seven  years. 
The  lengthine&s  of  his  occupancy  of  this  position 
of  high  tmst  and  prestige— the  senior  position  in 
the  Judiciary  of  the  province— was  the  tribute 
to  the  qualities  he  possessed.  He  had  a  national 
reputation  and  was  widely  recognised  for  the 
profundity  of  his  knowledge  A  keen  patriot  and 
deeply  concerned  In  the  political  fortunes  of  the 
Dominion  he  was.  above  all.  a  Judge  who  always 
held  the  scales  of  Justtce  in  an  even-handed 
manner  The  Bench  of  British  Columbia  is  the 
poorer  by  his  passing  Quite  recently  he  had 
married  for  the  second  time  and  in  her  bereave- 
ment the  deep  sympathy  of  the  people  of  British 
Columbia  will  go  out  to  his  widow.

China  under  the  Kuomlntang  is  getting  rid  of 
its  ancient  religious  rites.  There  is  what  Is  de- 
scribed as  a  wave  of  hostility  towards  monks, 
temples  and  idols.  This  is  the  new  spirit,  but  what 
is  to  be  substituted  in  the  way  of  religion  does  not 
yet  appear  clear.  At  present,  however.  Kuomln- 
tang soldiers  are  engaged  in  the  task  of  destroy- 
ing the  worship  of  the  past.  Many  temples  have 
been  entered,  the  images  burnt  and  the  buildings 
closed.  Pilgrimages  have  been  prohibited.  Even 
the  great  temple  of  the  Nine  Pure  Ones  at  Han- 
yang is  under  Kuomlntang  guard  and  people  are 
prohibited  from  going  there  Speeches  are  being 
made  against  the  "Uselessncss  of  Idols"  and  on 
"Superstition  and  Ignorance  and  Their  Ends." 
Popular  feeling  against  religion  Is  being  worked 
jp  In  a  variety  of  wayB. 

What  Is  happening  is  all  the  more  peculiar  b- 
rause  last  year  Nanking  proclaimed  religious 
toleration  as  the  law  of  Nationalist  China,  and 
Lhls  principle  was  reaffirmed  by  Oeneral  Feng 
Yu-hsiang  in  Honan  a  month  later.  The  tolera- 
tion is.  in  part,  being  exercised  towards  Christian 
institutions,  though  the  Kuomlntang  have  fre- 
quently occupied  Christian  properties.  There  Is 
no  such  toleration  towards  Chinese  temples  and 
that  of  the  Taolst  variety  arc  particularly  the 
mark  of  Kuomlntang  hatred.  An  anomaly  of  the 
anil -religious  situation  in  China  is  the  attitude 
of  Canton,  formerly  the  most  revolutionary  of 
cities.  Canton  has  now  become  conservative  In 
its  views  and  even  co-education  has  been  abol- 
ished in  its  schools  and  collegs  The  future  of 
China,  socially,  politically,  and  In  a  religious 
sense,  seems  to  be  In  the  melting  pot.

Egyp- 
tians. Afghans,  who  have  been  educated  tn  the 
West,  or  had  come  into  contact  with  European 
standards  or  civilization  and  progress,  began  to 
ridicule  the  old-fashioned  notions  prevailing  in 
their  home  lands.  The  clumsy  turban,  the  flowing 
robe,  seemed  to  these  youthful  critics  or  thelr 
own  countries  antiquated  and  a  clog  on  progress 
The  extraordinary  amount  of  time  devoted  to 
religious  exercises  and  purificatory  ceremonies 
irked  progressive  and  revolutionary  splrlLs,  and 
they  began  a  movement  in  favor  of  new  philoso-

Mr  A.  M  Manson.  from  the  Oppo- 
sition side,  added  his  tribute  to  the 
chief  Justice,  speaking,  he  .said,  for 
the  members  on  the  Opposition  side 
of  the  House  He  referred  to  the 
fact,  that  the  chief  Justice  possessed 
an  uncommonly  keen  legal  mind 

The  resolution  was  passed  by  a 
standing  vote  of  the  House. 

Immediately.  Mr  Pooley  moved, 
seconded  by  Hon.  N  8.  Lougheed 
that  the  House,  out  of  respect  to  the 
late  chief  Justice,  adjourn  until  3 
o'clock. 

The  House  adjourned  accordingly.

PUBLIC  ACCOUNTS 

Final  Report  Is  Presented  lo  LaSgtl 
lature  Regarding  Various 
Issues 

The  Public  Accounts  Committee 
of  the  Legislature  has  made  what 
wtll  likely  be  its  final  report  this 
session  to  the  House.  The  report 
as  presented  by  Mr.  Oeorge 
Walkem.  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee, read  as  follows: 

"The  Deputy  Provuiclal  Secretary 
was  called  and  explained  votes 
numbers  177  and  178.  being  grants 
to  the  City  of  Oreenwood  and  Uie 
City  of  Rossland  of  f  1.000  and  $13.- 

000  specifically.  Apart  from  the 
fact  that  these  grants  have  been 
running  for  a  number  of  years,  no 
Justification  for  their  continuance 
was  suggested  to  the  committee.  It 
l»  recommended  that  these  grants 
be  Inquired  into,  and  if  no  real  jus- 
tification for  same  exists,  that  they 
be  discontinued. 

•Provincial  Librarian— The  Pro- 
vincial Ltbranan  came  before  the 
committee,  and  it  was  felt  that  no 
time  should  be  lost  in  having  this 
official  pay  a  visit  to  the  outlying 
portions  of  the  Province,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  historic  Cariboo  coun- 
try, there  to  gather  material  for 
the  Provincial  Archives.  It  waa 
felt  that  any  delay  would  make  it 
harder  to  get  Hit.  Information,  and 
your  committee  were  pleased  to 
learn  that  a  substantial  grant  was 
in  Uie  estimates  this  year  for  this 
purpose. 

"The  officer  In  charge  of  corres- 
pondence courses  appeared  before 
the  committee  and  detailed  the 
work  of  his  department.  Question- 
ing brought  out  the  fact  that  350 
children  were  taking  this  course 
and  that  the  results  showed  that 
fhLs  method  of  teaching  was  a  suc- 
cess, and  a  rough  calculation 
.showed  that  the  cost  was  $15  per 
pupil  per  year,  as  against  the  sum 
of  $70  per  pupil  for  the  ordinary 
school  course  The  work  Is  done 
by  the  superintendent  snd  two 
others  who  are  classed  as  "stenog- 
rapliers."  Tl  ese  persons,  how- 
ever, have  teachers'  certificates 
(one  a  first  and  one  a  second  class), 
and  Uie  committee  thought  that 
the  work  these  two  people  were 
doing  entitled  them  to  a  better 
classification  than  "stenographer'  , 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  to  the  classifi- 
cation of  "teacher"  and  remuner- 
ation commensurate  with  Uie  work 
they  are  doing. 

"Your  committee  inquired  into 
the  coat  of  operation  nnd  actual 
wages  paid  on  the  bridge  across  the 
Eraser  River  at  New  Westminster. 
The  committee  were  told  that  the 
actual  annual  wages  paid  for  main- 
t*  nance  were  roughly  $15,000.  which, 
under  the  circumstances,  was  not 
considered  excessive. 

"The  work  of  your  committee  has 
been  very  much"  hampered  during 

1  lie  session  by  failure  to  obtain  a 
quorum,  or,  If  a  quorum  were  ob- 
tained, to  retain  it  during  the  sit- 
ting It  is  felt  by  the  committee 
that  very  much  greater  efficiency 
could  be  had  were  the  numbers  on 
Uie  committee  reduced.  Your  com- 
mittee would  suggest  that  besides 
a  reduction  In  numbers.  Uie  House 
name  this  particular  committee.  80 
that  Its  members  are  not  members 
oi  any  standing  committee  or  the 
House.  This,  we  believe,  would 
concentrate  the  wnrjr  and  allow  the 
committee  to  runcUon  to  very*  much 
greater  advantage ."

TliomaA  Smith,  alias  John  A 
Green,  alias  George  Allen,  formerly 
of  Los  Angeles.  California,  was 
lound  guilty  by  a  petit  Jury  at  the 
Spring  Assizes  here  yesterday  after- 
noon of  criminally  assaulting  a 
twenty-two-year-old  girl  In  Oak  Bay 
municipality  on  December  7.  1928 
The  Jurys  verdict  was  accompanied 
by  a  strong  recommendation  for 
mercy. 

When  the  Jurors  brought  in  their 
finding,  after  deliberating  for  exact- 
ly two  hours.  Mr.  Justice  Morrison 
said  to  them.  "You  have  had  the 
most  difficult  case  of  the  whole  as- 
sizes." 

Sentence  of  Smith  was  deferred  by 
his  Lordship  until  the  conclusion  of 
the  assizes  in  Victoria  next  week 

The  trial  opened  on  Thursday 
morning,  and  occupied  two  days 
Nine  witnesses  testified  for  the 
Crown,  and  the  accused  took  the 
stand  yesterday  as  sole  witness  for 
the  defence  Mr  Stuart  Henderson, 
counsel  for  the  prisoner,  addressed 
the  Jury  for  forty  minuter,  and  Mr 
A  M.  Johnson.  K.C..  Crown  prose- 
cutor, spoke  for  half  an  hour  Bll 
Lordships  charge  lasted  twenty-five 
minutes.  The  case  was  given  to  the 
jury  at  3:15  pm,  and  the  verdict 
was  brought  in  at  5  15  pm

Several 
of  the  most  boldly  experimental 
types  of  planes  and  airships  have 
been  .MicoeaafuJIy  developed  The 
latest  of  these  la  an  all-metal  air- 
ship, which  Is  to  be  propelled  by  a 
new  and  radical  principle,  differing 
greatly  from  the  propellers  now  In 
use. 

"I  got  the  first  Idea  of  it  when  1 
was  about  seven  years  old."  the  in- 
ventor told  me.  "I  saw  •  man  tn  to 
shoot  a  rifle  bullet  through  a  «ilk 
handkerchief.  The  area  of  iiir 
compressed  on  the  nose  of  the  bullet 
pushed  the  light  mate  rial  aside  be- 
fore the  bullet  got  there. 

"I  kept,  this  in  mind  when  I  be- 
came interested  in  aerial  navigation 
The  weight  of  air  which  is  pushed 
along  by  the  nose  of  the  average 
high-speed  flying  craft  is  enormous. 

"I  experimented  with  a  revolving 
fan  on  the  blunt  nose  of  a  stream- 
lined or  fish -shaped  form."  he  went 
on.  "The  fan  simply  cut  into  the 
air  ahead  of  the  nose  and  sent  it 
flying  smothiy  over  the  stream-lined 
form  That  this  flow  of  air  over 
such  a  form  causes  it  to  move  for- 
ward is  already  known.  My  scheme 
worked. 

"I  am  using  metal  instead  of  silk 
for  the  supporting  container  because 
I  have  been  able  to  make  it  lighter 
and  stronger  than  the  old  method 
would  have  permitted."  , 

The  writer  saw  the  working  model 
of  the  ship.  Using  the  small  fan  on 
the  nose,  it  moved  through  Ihe  air 
at  a  remarkably  fast  rate. 

The  metal  gas  bag.  with  the  pas- 
senger cabin  and  motor  and  crew 
housing  attached,  was  recently 
floated  In  a  test  at  Glrndale  airport, 
where  It  Is  being  built.  Local  avia- 
tion enthusiasts  have  high  hopes  for 
the  new  airship.  They  believe  It  will 
revolutionize  air  travel.

Chained  to  a  tower  on  the  border 
of  Douglas,  Arizona,  is  a  low-pow- 
ered and  somewhat  battered  air- 
plane of  a  well-known  American. 
This  plane  started  to  go  to  war,  but 
didn't  get  there.  It  was  bought  sec- 
ond-hand by  Mexican  rebels  in  El 
Paso.  They  used  it  for  one  flight 
over  Juarez,  dropping,  not  bombs, 
but  propaganda,  in  the  form  of  Y 
handbill*.  Then  they  flew  It  to 
Douglas  with  the  intention  of  cross- 
ing over  and  bombing  some  hostile 
troops  But  Douglas  is  a  port  of 
entry  and  the  United  States  customs 
agent*  pounced  on  the  ship  and 
chained  it  up.  where  it  still  stands. 

Most  of  the  veteran  airmail  pilots 
are  married  men  with  families,  but 
a  few  are  not — they  Just  have  girls. 
Two  passengers  were  riding  In  the 
small  cockpit  of  a  fast  mail  plane 
on  a  certain  line  the  other  day.

Then  a  pretty  girl 
drove  up  in  a  car  It  was  the  pilot's 
sweetheart..  He  was  ten  minutes 
ahead  of  his  schedule,  so  he  had 
circled  as  a  signal  and  she  had  driv- 
en over  Tor  a  few  minutes'  chat.
